Aberthin landlord has 
used his own life story 
to inspire spy thrillers 


A LOCAL land¬ 
lord is hoping to 
develop a new 
career as a writer of 
spy stories - draw¬ 
ing his inspiration 
from his time in a 
special operations 
unit in the former 
Yugoslavia. 

Jason Radek is cur¬ 
rently looking after the 
Hare and Hounds pub in 
Aberthin, although he is 
also the landlord at the 
Prince of Wales in 
Coychurch. 

However, his new 
career is a long way 
from the duties of mine 
host in a country pub, as 
he is hoping to carve a 
niche in the lucrative 
genre of spy fiction. 

He has already writ¬ 
ten one book. The Dark 
Secret of Fox: The 
Hunter, and a second, 
entitled The Cloak and 
Dagger Game, is in the 
pipeline. 

Jason writes under a 
nom de plume, as JD 
Fox, and a spy named 
Fox is the central char¬ 
acter in the books. 

He describes the sto¬ 
ries as in the time-hon¬ 
oured tradition of the 
struggle between good 
and evil. 

He added: “I write to 
help myself forget, and 
to get it off my chest.” 

Jason told The GEM: 
“I have drawn on my 
own experiences to 
write about Eox. I left 
Yugoslavia many years 
ago, in 1992, but for 26 
years I was in the special 
forces there.” 

Jason says that he left 
Yugoslavia when it

became obvious that the 
Balkan conflict was 
going to start. 

This led - after terri¬ 
ble loss of life - to the 
formation of Serbia and 
Montenegro, Croatia, 
Bosnia, Kosovo, 

Macedonia and 

Slovenia, and he had no 
stomach for that 

He said: “I loved 
Yugoslavia. It was not a 
hard-line communist 
state like East Germany. 
People could apply for 
passports and travel. 

“I had friends from all 
the areas that would 
become separate coun¬ 
tries and I wanted no 
part of a civil war.” 

He blames various 
religious leaders for fan¬ 
ning the flames. He said: 
“None of these religions 
talks about killing. The 
real villains are the cler¬ 


ics who twist religion.” 

Jason’s work with the 
special forces involved a 
great deal of undercover 
work to counter terror¬ 
ists and drug smugglers 
- often one and the same 
thing. 

Going undercover 
and adopting a fake per¬ 
sona led to great strains 
in his personal life, and 
his time in the forces led 
to two failed marriages. 

When he left 
Yugoslavia, he settled 
first in England, where 
he never felt comfort¬ 
able, but things changed 
when he had the chance 
to take a pub in Wales, at 
Abertillery. 

He and his partner 
Mary went there to give 
it a try - and they still 
live there now. 

He said: “I found the 
Welsh people so friend¬ 


ly. When we went out 
for an evening, people 
would ask questions and 
soon I knew a lot about 
them and they knew a lot 
about me.” 

One thing that they 
probably don’t know too 
much about is his time 
in special forces. Jason 
says that is gradually 
finding its way into his 
books - as his own form 
of therapy. 

He is now settled in 
the Prince of Wales in 
Coychurch, but is also 
looking after the Hare 
and Hounds. 

He said; “The locals 
have nicknamed me 
‘Vlad’ after Vlad the 
Impaler, and we enjoy 
living in Wales.” 

The latest Pox book 
has been accepted by a 
publisher on the basis of 
the first four chapters, 
and Jason is busy work¬ 
ing on it now. 

He gets home at lam 
in the morning and finds 
it difficult to sleep, so he 
writes for two or three 
hours in the night. 

He is encouraged by 
the fact that one review¬ 
er said his first book was 
“like James Bond but 
grittier and more believ¬ 
able”. 

Everyone knows what 
happened in Yugoslavia 
when the conflict broke 
out. The period that 
Jason, writing as J D 
Pox, has chosen, 1966 - 
1992, is very different. 

It is unlikely if any¬ 
one in the UK knows 
much about life in 
Yugoslavia then. 

It means that Jason 
Radek has a chance to 
inform and entertain at 
the same time.

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Mum and daughter 
in miracle escape as 
car flips over, twicel

‘THERE but for the grace of God...’ Vicki Swift’s 
voice trails away in astonishment that she and her 
daughter Gabby, who attends Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, survived an incident at 
the Pentre Cwrt roundabout in Llantwit Major 
on Saturday morning in which her car flipped 
over two and a half times. 

Vicki (38) who is now recovering at her home in 
St Athan, was airlifted to the University Hospital of 
Wales with head injuries. 

She told The GEM: “Somebody up there was def¬ 
initely looking after me!” 

The drama unfolded at just before 10am on 
February 11. 

“It was at about 9.45am and I was taking my 
daughter Gabby to her friend’s house.

night and rejJecting on how fortunate they 
were to survive the incident. 

A number of people who happened to be at the 
scene responded magnificently, and Vicki and 
Gabby, who sustained a cut to her hand, are keen to 
thank them. 

Vicki, a legal secretary who works in Cardiff, 
said: “A woman called Mandy contacted the emer¬ 
gency services, and two passing cyclists kicked the 
windscreen in and got us out. 

“I can remember hearing the ‘click-clacking’ of 
their shoes as they approached the car. 

“Another man in a van stopped. He was a first 
responder and dressed my wounds. I’d scalped 
myself! 

“It was as if someone had taken a tin-opener to my 
head.” 

Gabby, aged 13, a pupil at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, said: “The air ambulance 
arrived very quickly for mum - within about 20 min¬ 
utes.” 

The helicopter landed on the road nearby and then 
airlifted Vicki into Cardiff. 

She said: “I want to thank the man in the air 
ambulance for all his help, too. I can still recall him 
smiling at me.” 

VicM needed 30 stitches and 30 clips to deep cuts 
in her head. She also has two black eyes, but thinks 
she got off lightly. 

“The fact that my daughter is all right, means that 
I’m all right. The fact that we were able to walk 
away from the car is a blessing. 

“At the moment. I’m feeling quite strong, but in a 
couple of days. I’ll probably have a sob.” 

Following treatment, checks and an overnight 
stay at the University Hospital, Vicki was allowed to 
return to her home in Eagle Road, St Athan, the next 
day.

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YOUNG CAST CAPTURE THE TRAGEDY 
AND HIGH DRAMA OF SWEENEY TODD

W HEN it comes to 
musicals, Stephen 
Sondheim’s Sweeney 
Todd is right at the top when it 
comes to degree of difficulty. 

It demands high quality choral 
singing, actors and singers who can 
tread the thin line between black come¬ 
dy and drama, and it also has compli¬ 
cated set pieces that require split-sec¬ 
ond timing from the principals and the 
chorus. 

It is so difficult that schools tend to 
shy away from it - choosing shows that 
are an easier ride and better known —so 
it is to the credit of Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School’s performing 
arts department that they decided to 
take it on. 

What’s more, the young cast 
approached the task with such a level of 
commitment that they pulled it off - 
taking the audience through the story of 
Benjamin Barker (Sweeney Todd) - a 
man grievously wronged by a corrupt 
judicial system. 

He starts off consumed by a desire 
for revenge - which is transformed into 
a hatred for people in general - and that 
leads to his tragic demise when he 
reahses that he has destroyed the one 
thing that he cared about. 

There are lots of things you have to 
get right when doing Sweeney Todd, but 
the two most important are < 2 /getting 
the opening right, and Z?/having a good 
Sweeney and Mrs Lovett. 

Looking at the opening number first, 
I saw the Wednesday night show. I 
would have preferred to catch the 
Friday or Saturday night, because by 
then the cast tend to have relaxed and 
cast off their early nerves but, even on 
Wednesday, it was clear that from the 
moment that the unsetthng piano starts, 
followed by the line “Attend the tale of 
Sweeney Todd”, that the cast were 
primed to pin the audience back in their 
seat with the power of their singing. 

It really is the best opening of any 
show - ever! 

And how about Sweeney and Mrs 
Lovett? Well, there were no worries on 
that score either. 

Matthew Whiteley was good last 
year in Oliver! as Bill Sykes - an out 
and out villain. Sweeney Todd is much 
more complex, and he carried it off by 
sheer force of personahty. 

There were one or two songs where 
he was right on his limit (‘My Friends’ 
and ‘Johanna’) but he managed the dif¬ 
ficult task of making the audience care 
about a man who eventually becomes a 
cold-blooded murderer. 

In the early scenes, he conveyed a 
sense of nobility and tenderness, and 
when his big moment came, with the 
song ‘Epiphany’, he went spectacularly 
mad - advancing on the audience with 
razor in hand - demanding vengeance. 
Cate McHugh was a terrific Mrs 


Lovett. She has a fine sweet voice but 
she brought out all the aspects of her 
character. One min ute she has a girhsh 
crush on Todd, the next she is a con¬ 
summate businesswoman who is in her 
element running her pie shop, and then 
she becomes a cold-blooded killer. 

She also gets most of the show’s 
comedy numbers (‘Worst Pies in 
London’, ‘ALittle Priest’ and ‘By The 
Sea’) and she is a good enough actress 
to get a laugh from every line. 

Even with two more than capable 
leads, a production of Sweeney Todd 
needs strength in depth, and there were 
other fine performances.from Will John 
and Olivia Hopper as the romantic 
interest, Anthony and Johanna. 

Johanna is not an easy role, and 
Olivia played it with great verve and 
revealed a fine voice, w hil e Will han¬ 
dled the difficult songs that Anthony 
has to sing with aplomb. 

Every show has its villains, and 
Oliver Hitchings (Judge Turpin) and 
Thomas Harmer (Beadle Bamford) 
were suitably sleazy and moved around 
the stage with a great sense of menace. 

Young Gareth Otley did well as 
Tobias, the young boy who becomes 
Mrs Lovett’s assistant, and Rhys 
Jenkins did a fine comic turn as Pirelli, 
the street barber who becomes Todd’s 
first victim. 

Last but not least by any means was 
Saskia Pay, who played the mad beggar 
woman who hides an awful secret. 
Saskia displayed an intensity over the 
whole show that made it pretty tiring to 
watch her. When people talk of actors 
staying in character, she was a prime 
example of what they mean. 

The show, directed by Amanda 
Campbell, looked really good and the 
set was very effective, giving a good 
idea of what can be done in this new 
school theatre. 

Hidden away in that set, tucked 
away in a dark comer, was the final key 
component in the show, the school 
orchestra, under the direction of Adrian 
Colbome. I can’t praise them highly 
enough, because the score drives this 
show - moving from sentimental bal¬ 
lads to music that is full of foreboding 
- and on to passages that evoke murder 
and madness. 

This was a show that stretched every 
single cast member, and they can aU 
take great satisfaction from their per¬ 
formances. If you believe that educa¬ 
tion is about taking pupils out of their 
comfort zone, then Sweeney Todd was a 
prime example of this in action. 

Stephen Sondheim is not to every¬ 
one’s taste, I know, but this show has 
drama, humour, tragedy, social com¬ 
ment, great songs, great acting, and 
superb ensemble singing with a fine 
orchestra. 

That’s got to be better than yet 
another production of Grease or We 
Will Rock Youl

convention can be 
traced back to the 
Magna Carta and to 
other laws long estab¬ 
lished in the UK, and I 
believe that they remain 
incredibly relevant 
today as government 
works with internation¬ 
al partners to protect 
human rights and 
strengthen democracy 
across the world. 

Since 2000, the 
ECHR has been given 
effect in Britain 
through the Human 
Rights Act. On coming 
into office, the 
Coalition Government 
established a 
Commission to investi¬ 
gate whether the 
Human Rights Act 
might be replaced by 
the creation of a UK 
Bill of Rights. 

This Bill could pro¬ 
tect and extend British 
liberties, incorporate 
and build on all our 
obligations under the 
European Convention 
on Human Rights. 

It would ensure that 
these rights continue to 
be enshrined in British 
law. The Commission is 
consulting widely and 
aims to report no later 
than by the end of 
2012.

now using its chairman¬ 
ship of the Council of 
Europe (the body which 
oversees the Court) to 
champion the need for 
the reform of the 
European Court of 
Human Rights (ECHR). 

The ECHR has a 
vital role to play, but as 
its caseload has 
increased in recent 
years, so we have seen 
lengthy delays, and 
questions raised over 
the quality of its judges. 

There is also concern 
about whether it gives 
enough weight to deci¬ 


sions made by legiti¬ 
mate national courts. 

This threatens its 
reputation as a beacon 
for the cause of human 
rights, ruthlessly 
focussed on defending 
human freedom and 
dignity. The court must 
refocus itself on its 
original purpose - 
upholding the 
Convention and pre¬ 
venting the serious 
abuse of human rights. 

The European Court 
of Human Rights has 
recently blocked Abu 
Qatada’s deportation on 


the grounds that Jordan 
might use evidence 
obtained by torture 
against him - even 
though the UK and 
Jordan had previously 
reached agreement that 
he would not be tor¬ 
tured if he was deport¬ 
ed. 

The cleric faces ter¬ 
ror charges in Jordan 
and the UK 
Government says he is 
a threat to national 
security, but a British 
judge decided earlier 
this week that his six- 
year detention could no 
longer be sustained 
after the ECHR’s rul¬ 
ing. 

I think that this 
ECHR ruling has creat¬ 
ed a frustrating and dif¬ 
ficult position for the 
UK, but trust that the 
UK Home Office and 
the Eoreign Office will 
work closely with the 
Jordanian government 
to find an effective 
solution to this case in 
particular. 

Later in the year, we 
return to the issue of 
voting rights for prison¬ 
ers, a matter that deeply 
concerns me.

when it was adopted and 
published, the scheme is 
now a central organising 
principle in policy and 
budget -making in the 
Welsh Government. 

This means that we 
need to manage our envi¬ 
ronment and resources 
effectively - Welsh land, 
sea, air and water - but 
also recognise the oppor¬ 
tunities we have to embed 
this in the development of 
our economy and public 
services. 

John Griffiths AM, the 
Environment and 

Sustainable Development 
Minister, recently report¬ 
ed to the Assembly on the 
outcome of an independ¬ 
ent review of this scheme 
to see what we have 
achieved, and how we 
could improve our imple¬ 
mentation of the scheme 
across government. 

It came to the conclu¬ 
sion that positive progress 
has been made by the 
Welsh Government, but 
highlighted that there is 
more to do to build on the 
work undertaken. 

The report also high¬ 
lights the Climate Change 
Strategy and ‘Arbed’ as 
two examples of progress 
which are to be com¬ 
mended. I have just 
announced further invest¬ 
ment in Arbed, which 
invests in energy efficien¬ 
cy measures in housing, 
extending across Wales in 
April, resulting in jobs in 
the construction sector

The reviewers also cite 
the Child Poverty 
Strategy, 21st Century

development principles. 

We have also co-fund- 
ed the UK Climate 
Change Risk Assessment, 
recently publishing the 
results of this independent 
research project which 
analyses risks and oppor¬ 
tunities impacting on our 
infrastructure investment 
as well as our health, bio¬ 
diversity management and 
the dehvery of services. 

For Wales, this risk 
assessment identifies the 
impact of a changing cli¬ 
mate with key threats 
including increased flood¬ 
ing on the coast and 
inland rivers, as weh as 
lower river flows and 
water shortage in summer. 

Last year, we published 
our National Strategy for 
Flood and Coastal Erosion 
Risk Management to raise 
awareness of the risks and 
reduce the consequences, 
which we know of so weh 
in the Vale. 

I have recently 
announced more funding 
for flood alleviation proj¬ 
ects in Wales. 

In a statement to the 
Assembly, John Griffiths 
said that climate change is 
the greatest environmental 
challenge we face. He said 
that preparing for a chang¬ 
ing chmate is vital if we 
are to ensure that Wales is 


an attractive place to hve 
and do business during the 
21st century and beyond. 

That is our goal and 
objective as a Welsh 
Government - putting 
sustainable development 
at the heart of everything 
we do. 

With more than 100 
organisations signing up 
to our Sustainable 
Development Charter, we 
are on the right road to 
achieve that in partner¬ 
ship with the public, pri¬ 
vate and third sectors, but 
most importantly with the 
people of Wales.

The first phase of the development is 
due to start this Summer, as builders move 
in to construct a new Dining Hall and 
Home Economics teaching space, as well 
as relocating and improving the Nursery 
facilities. 

Following these first steps, the rest of the 
work will follow in quick succession, 
including introducing a new Arts Centre, 

6th Form block, extended library areas for 
both Senior and Junior pupils and more. 

The School will also be introducing new 
transport routes to and from towns and 
villages in the Vale of Glamorgan, thereby 
easing access to the School for the many 
parents in these areas who are presently 
unable to reach it.

Coun Jeffrey James, has 
written to the Welsh 
Government expressing 
‘very serious concerns’ 
that services may suffer 
or be lost as a result of 
the cutbacks. 

This reduction is 5 
per cent higher than the 
reductions being 
imposed in England and 
Coun James has 
expressed concerns that 
bus providers may be 
put off from tendering 
for routes. 

However, we will be 
discussing with neigh¬ 
bouring authorities 
whether, through joint 
working, we can ensure 
the provision of the best 
possible service.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

Icing sugar stop-gap as 
bees’ supplies run low 


FEBRUARY is cer¬ 
tainly different to 
January: gone are the 
mild conditions and, 
the bees are reacting 
to it by staying at 
home. 

The beekeeper 
must now be alert to 
the possibility that 
stores could be run¬ 
ning low. Why is 
this? 

Due to the previous 
month’s kind weather, 
the bees were very 
active, indeed some 
pollen was observed 
coming in, and this 
could signify that the 
Queen has started to 
lay. 

The active bees will 
have utilised the 
colony’s winter stores 
to meet their needs 
and, any developing 
larvae will of course 
have to be catered for. 


creating yet more 
energy demands with¬ 
in the hive. 

At present, there is 
not much outside for 
the bees to make use 
of. 

This, then, is an 
anxious time for all us 
beekeepers, so I will 
leave the bees well 
alone as I am confi¬ 
dent that they have 
stores to get by for 
now. 

As a stopgap, I 
could resort to laying 
strips of read-made 
icing sugar (bought 
on a roll from the 
supermarket) on top 
of the frames and this 
would help the bees 
eke out any shortage 
that may occur. 

Experienced bee¬ 
keeper I may be, but I 
have caused the 
demise of two hives. 


one here at Fon-Mon, 
and one hive at the 
Dyffryn Apiary. 

Both hives were on 
the standard solid 
floor, as used on a 
National hive; the 
entrance is quite big 
and must be protected 
with a metal mouse 
guard come winter, 
this I did not do opt¬ 
ing to leave a wooden 
insert in place with a 
much reduced 
entrance hole. 

Needless to say, 
mice chewed through 
the wooden insert and 
created mayhem with¬ 
in the hive. Result 
ruined wax and dead 
bees. 

At Dyffryn, I actu¬ 
ally observed the mice 
in the hive (five of 
them); there were 
bees still alive with a 
Queen,, so I trans¬ 


ferred them into a 
nuc-box and moved 
them to another posi¬ 
tion in the apiary, 
once again opting for 
a wooden entrance 
block - how could I 
be so dull? 

The mice took 
advantage of my 
kindness and this 
time finished the job 
they had started earli¬ 
er. 

Familiarity breeds 
contempt. So be 
aware, do things cor¬ 
rectly. All the other 
hives have open-mesh 
floors on the devastat¬ 
ed hives. 

No excuses! At a 
time when we need all 
the bees we can get, I 
certainly have not 
helped.

I F anyone has 

caught any episode 
of The Only Way Is 
Essex, they will be 
more than familiar 
with a group of mop¬ 
pets taking over the TV 
screen; but the real 
Moppets have been 
away for a very long 
time, their last big- 
screen outing, Muppets 
From Space, only 
slightly more entertain¬ 
ing than that gaggle 
from Essex. 

Writer/actor Jason Segel’s 
desire to see a new Muppet 
movie has finally borne fruit 
with the release of the origi¬ 
nally titled The Muppets. 

Segel plays Gary, whose 
brother Walter (a muppet 
himself, though not consid¬ 
ered one) is a massive fan of 
the show. 

Along with Amy Adams as 
Mary, Gary’s girlfriend, the 
trio have to track down the 
Muppets to help them stop 
their theatre being bought 
and destroyed by oil tycoon 
Tex Richman (Chris Cooper); 
as you may imagine, hilarity 
(and Miss Piggy) ensues.. 


It seems surprising, given 
the current fondness for look¬ 
ing back on popular culture, 
that The Muppets weren’t 
brought out of the mothballs 
sooner. 

After all, their brightly 
coloured, zany antics would 
no doubt entice the audience 
who remembered them first 
time round, while beguiling a 
whole new, younger demo¬ 
graphic - is it possible to be 
young and not fall in love 
with a green frog? 

That it has taken this long 
no doubt has something to do 
with the fact that The 
Muppets didn’t go away qui¬ 
etly, seemingly hanging on 
past the point of usefulness, 
yet writers Jason Segel and 
Nicholas Stoller, along with 
director James Bobin, have 
managed to restore the group 
back to how they should be, 
the film is an absolutely 
riotous and extremely pleas¬ 
urable way to spend an hour 
or two. 

This is a ‘getting-the-band- 
back-together’ film, the aim 
of Gary, Walter and Mary to 
put the group back to where 
they should be and fight off 
the megalomaniac intentions 
of the villainous Tex 
Richman, so it plays more to

the the established crowd 
than any newcomers, but this 
is unabashedly a kid’s film 
for adults. 

With a U certificate, the 
film plays its humour cleanly 
and cleverly, and Segel and 
Stoller mine great comedic 
potential from the set-up, 
throwing in song and dance 
numbers, knowing nods to 
the audience with constant 
breaks of the fourth wall and, 
more importantly, letting The 
Muppets be The Muppets. 

It is this last element that 
is so important, the characters 


not having to be shoehomed 
into pre-existing characters as 
they were in, say, A Muppet’s 
Christmas Carol. They are 
instead allowed to be them¬ 
selves and fun and inanity 
spring from it. 

The script takes no great 
pains to be cynical or nega¬ 
tive about the characters, 
even moments of conflict are 
easily resolved, and the light¬ 
weight tone suits perfectly. 

Jason Segel and Amy 
Adams are both game for a 
laugh here, playing their best 
straight faces, albeit with a 
knowing wink here and there, 
and the raft of cameos from 
the likes of Jack Black, 
Rashida Jones and Alan 
Arkin bring a smile. 

However, it’s the incredi¬ 
ble talented work of the 
humans behind the furry 
folks that will have you most 
impressed. 

No doubt in this world of 
computer trickery it would 
have been easy to merely 
generate the characters on a 
hard drive, but the skill of the 
puppetry on show is truly 
wonderful to watch and gives 
the characters a reality that is 
hard to bypass. 

With Flight of the 
Conchord’s Bret Mackenzie 


delivering witty and impres¬ 
sive songs (any fans of the 
band won’t feel shortchanged 
by the likes of ‘Man Or 
Muppet’), fellow Conchord 
alumni James Bobin is 
mightily impressive in his 
debut big screen outing, the 
director broad yet wonderful¬ 
ly low-key, an anarchic ener¬ 
gy flowing through that puts 
the cherry on top of the cake. 

Bringing the characters 
back into the 21st century 
with a bang. The Muppets 
may very well be the kick 
start that could unleash a 
whole new era for the group; 
if that is the case more 
adventures in this vain 
wouldn’t be amiss. 

VERDICT - A veritable 
delight. The Muppets sees the 
gang back on fine form and 
not missing a beat. A hugely 
entertaining film that will 
leave you with a nice big 
dumb smile and relieve you 
of any cynicism (for two 
hours at least). It ticks all the 
boxes and makes for a really 
wonderful piece of work. 
Highly recommended.

THE South Wales 
Police Authority 
has decided to 
increase the polic¬ 
ing element of 
council tax by five 
per cent. 

This increase takes 
the amount paid for 
policing a Band D 
household to £169.42 
for 2012-13. 

While the council tax 
has increased, the over¬ 
all police spending for 
next year has reduced 
by £8million to 
£249million for 2012- 
13, as a result of cuts 
from Central 
Government. 

The chair of the 
Police Authority, Coun 
Russell Roberts, said: 
“Setting the budget is a 
difficult job every year. 
Even though this is the 
last time this authority 
will be setting this, it 
does not get any easier, 
particularly due to the 
financial situation. 

“The sheer magni¬ 
tude of the cuts which 
have been imposed 
upon us by central 
Government means that 
the dilemma facing us 
was an impossible one. 

“In the current eco¬ 
nomic climate, any 
increase will be difficult 
to the public. However, 
we feel that this 
increase is the most 
appropriate decision, 
and the only option for 
us as a police service. 

“The increase is 
equal to £8.07 per year 
for a Band D household 
- or just over 2p per 
day. Council tax fig¬ 
ures are always indicat¬ 
ed based on a Band D 
household. 

“However, in reality 
65 per cent of people in 
south Wales live in 
Band A-C properties, 
and so will be paying 
between £112.94 and 
£150.59 per year.” 

Coun Roberts contin¬ 
ued: “80 per cent of our 


budget is spent on 
police officers and staff. 
It is impossible to find 
further savings without 
looking at reducing the 
number of people who 
work for us. 

“We intend to reduce 
police numbers through 
natural retirement and 
through the use of 
police regulations for 
some officers with more 
than 30 years’ service 
through the A19 
process.” 

Coun Russell 
Roberts said: “It is very 
disappointing that once 
again, the Government 
has ignored its own 
findings and not given 
us the full amount of 
grant we need to police 
south Wales. 

“If we received our 
full grant allocation, it 
would mean no police 
officer and staff cuts. 

“We are responsible 
for policing Cardiff, our 
nation’s capital city. 

Yet, this is not reflected 
in our funding. 

“It cannot be right 
that Lothian and 
Borders and the 
Metropolitan Police 
Service receive addi¬ 
tional funding for polic¬ 
ing the capital cities of 
Edinburgh and London, 
yet we do not receive 
anything for the addi¬ 
tional responsibilities of 
policing Cardiff” 

This is the final 
budget to be agreed by 
South Wales Police 
Authority, before the 
introduction of a Police 
and Crime 
Commissioner in 
November 2012. 

From next year, it 
will be the responsibili¬ 
ty of the Commissioner 
to decide the council tax 
precept, and the spend¬ 
ing of the police budget. 

The election for the 
first Police and Crime 
Commissioner will take 
place across Wales and 
England on November 
15.

THE case of a taxi driver 
who was licensed by a Vale 
Council committee without 
an up-to-date criminal 
record check, has caused 
concern among his col¬ 
leagues. 

They claim the move is 
unprecedented and throws official 
procedures into doubt. 

But the chairman of the licens¬ 
ing committee has pointed out that 
the applicant had previously had a 
CRB check, that committee mem¬ 
bers had examined the facts, and 
were content that the taxi driver 
was “a fit and proper person”. 

Steve Thomas, chairman of the 
Vale of Glamorgan Taxi 
Association, told The GEM: “At 
the January licensing meeting, the 
committee went against the advice 
of the licensing officers and grant¬ 
ed a taxi driver’s badge to an 
applicant who did not meet the cri¬ 
teria of the conditions and did not 
even get a CRB check.” 

A Criminal Records Bureau 
check is designed to ensure that 
people in positions of trust are of 
good character. Typically, taxi 
drivers have a new check every 
three years. 

The individual, who has not 
been named, was referred to as 
‘A’ in council documentation and 
has had a previous CRB check. 

It is understood council officers 
were concerned at information on

his application relating to address¬ 
es. The committee decided, after 
issuing a warning, that he could 
drive without the requirement of 
an up-to-date check. 

Mr Steve Thomas stated: “The 
vast majority of the local taxi trade 
are appalled that in this day and 
age a taxi badge has been granted 
to an applicant who cannot be 
thoroughly checked out. 

“This has happened at a time 
when we’re all asked to vigilant 
on security issues.” 

Fellow association member, 
Mike Moore of A2B Taxis, said 
that taxi drivers had voiced their 
concerns during a meeting with 
the committee. 

“I asked councillors whether 
they would let their daughter or 
son, or another family member, in 
a taxi with a driver who had not 
had the proper checks and they 
would not answer me. 

“Two things need to be done. 
The decision is wrong and should 
be overturned. 

“Secondly, something should 
be put in place so this doesn’t hap¬ 
pen again. 

“We thought we needed CRB 
checks by law, but if you listen to 
the committee chairman it is not 
an absolute legal requirement. All 
local taxi drivers have paid £44 for 


current CRB checks.” 

Mr Moore stressed that the 
uncertainty over what checks were 
required was bad for the reputa¬ 
tion of the taxi industry. 

However, Coun John Thomas, 
the chairman of licensing commit¬ 
tee, emphasised: “The CRB dis¬ 
closure is only one means that the 
licensing committee uses to satis¬ 
fy themselves that the applicant is 
a fit and proper person to hold a 
driver's licence 

“In the case of this application, 
the committee took into consider¬ 
ation all the facts that were laid 
before them, including the fact 
that this applicant had previously 
held a Vale Council ‘Hackney 
Carriage and Private Hire Vehicle 
Drivers’ Licence’ and had previ¬ 
ously been subjected to a CRB 
check by the council. 

“After hearing all the facts. 
Members were satisfied that the 
applicant was a fit and proper per¬ 
son. 

“The decision is a decision 
made on the facts of the applica¬ 
tion and is lawful.” 

Coun Thomas added: “The 
requirement for a CRB disclosure 
is the policy of the Vale Council 
for all applicants. If a driver is 
unable to obtain one, then it is the 
duty of the licensing committee to 
consider the application on its 
merits and it would not be lawful 
to refuse an application without 
considering all the facts.”

IT was a great 
pleasure to meet 
old friends from 
North Berwick 
before and after 
the fixture last 
Saturday.

Peugeot Bipper Tepee mixes 
business with real pleasure! 


DON’T mix business 
with pleasure...That old 
adage has stood many a 
businessman and 
woman in good stead, 
including my successful 
old boss at Hampshire 
the county magazine, 
who has since sadly 
passed away. 

Paul Cave, who was 
also legendary crooner 
Frankie Vaughan’s manag¬ 
er, used to frequently 
advise colleagues on the 
subject. He was well 
placed to, being married to 
Joan for over 60 years. 

But even he conceded 
that there can be occasions 
where these two pursuits 
sit as comfortable bedfel¬ 
lows, such as when broker¬ 
ing deals on the golf 
course, as he frequently 
did. 

In much the same way, 
the van-like Peugeot 
Bipper Tepee represents an 
interesting opportunity for 
savvy small traders or taxi 
drivers with families. 
Monday to Friday, it pro¬ 
vides versatile transport for 
lugging loads, with ample 
room for deliveries and 
ease of access thanks to 
sliding rear doors, which 
could also be helpful for 
disabled passengers. 

My wife finds these 
doors very easy and hght- 
weight to open when com¬ 
pared to standard car doors. 
Come the weekend this 
unusually named vehicle (I 
have researched this name 
and it appears that ‘Bipper’ 
is completely made up 
while ‘Tepee’ is a form of 
tent) doubles up as highly 
capable family transport 
with a good amount of 
room ins ide. 

What a great option for 
the small business wanting 
to keep a tight rein on the 
budget: invest in one vehi¬ 
cle rather than two. 

On taking dehvery of a 
bright red example. 
Postman Pat instantly 
sprang to mind, while work 
colleagues asked whether, 
now that I was driving a 
Fire Service vehicle, I had 
a blue light to stick on the 
roof. These comments 
aside, the Pug offers very 
well priced (sub-£14,000), 
comfortable and economi¬ 
cal transport. 

It is noticeably quite 
high off the ground, giving 
the driver a good view of 
the road ahead. Inside, all 
controls are within easy 
reach and while there is no 
central armrest the driver’s 
seat incorporates a useful 
folding one. 

Driver comfort is para-

mount and Peugeot is par¬ 
ticularly strong in this area. 
There’s even a footrest, 
which is quite something 
considering that the much 
dearer Volvo S60 doesn’t 
have one. The steering 
wheel is helpfully moulded 
ensuring that the hands sit 
in the all-important 10 and 
two o’clock positions. 

There’s a reasonable 
five-speed box, which can 
be a little indecisive partic¬ 
ularly when changing 
down from fifth to fourth. 

Plenty of headroom will 
please those over six-foot 
while the dash provides 
much storage space. There 
are no carpets, instead the 
floors are covered in a low 
maintenance, hardwearing 
anti-slip black plastic. 
There are also electric front 


windows. 

When negotiating a 
roundabout, the driver’s 
right leg, which is at the 
same height as the door 
handle, can sometimes 
push it, resulting in all the 
doors locking. 

Arguably the tailgate 
would be more user-friend¬ 
ly if it was split fold - in its 
current form it is cumber¬ 
some when opening. 

The Bipper Tepee has to 
compete against others 
including the almost identi¬ 
cal Citroen Berlingo and 
the slightly peculiar Skoda 
Roomster. ^^ere the latter 
looks as if Skoda didn’t 
bother consulting a design¬ 
er at least it seems that one 
has cast their eyes over the 
Peugeot. While its appear¬ 
ance is still perhaps an 


acquired taste, once you’re 
behind the wheel you don’t 
really care what it looks 
like anyway. 

Parkers, the car experts, 
write: “The Bipper Tepee is 
a small yet practical mn- 
about that’s based on the 
Bipper van - something 
that’s evident in its boxy 
looks and rather sparse 
cabin. It may not look very 
dynamic, but the square 
shape means plenty of inte¬ 
rior space and a large boot. 
The rear bench seat can 
fold down, plus it’s remov¬ 
able, allowing you to boost 
the carrying ability to van¬ 
like proportions. On the 
road it’s easy to drive and 
happy at motorway speeds, 
while the compact size 
makes it a doddle to 
squeeze into small parking 
spots.” 

You can’t really fault 
this very well priced vehi¬ 
cle. 

It’s efficient, offers bags 
of space and is pretty nippy 
too.

Battling Scots regain pride 
as Wales pursue title dream

HAT a difference a year 
makes...

in the event, Wales shrugged off a bleak 10 months 
of failure to stun Murrayfield with a comfortable 
24-6 victory - their eighth in 10 recent encounters 
between the two - sealed by Shane Williams’ 
record-breaking 53rd try. 

In fact, since going down 9-3 in the first clash 
between the two nations on January 8, 1883 (when 
the Home Championship debutants arrived in the 
Scottish capital one man short and had to borrow a 
Scotland replacement, a Dr A Griffin of Edinburgh 
University!) Wales went on to win 65 of the 116 
matches, losing 48, with three games drawn. 

On Sunday, the Welsh camp were confident of 
extending this winning record at the Millennium 
Stadium, on the back of their acclaimed World Cup 
displays Down Under in the autumn, and the 
impressive 23-21 victory over Ireland in Dublin the 
previous Sunday. 

In contrast, Scotland’s disappointing World Cup 
form had continued with a 6-13 Six Nations home 
defeat to England in an error-ridden Calcutta Cup 
clash at Murrayfield the same weekend. 

However, before the Welsh team ran out in front 
of a hugely-expectant crowd of 73,189 on Sunday 
afternoon, assistant coach Robert Howley clearly 
feared a backlash from that match: “Scotland really 
should have beaten England and they will be disap¬ 
pointed. We must be ready for them on Sunday. 

“The Six Nations is a magical championship and 
the one thing we know is that if you don’t front up, 
you can get beaten.” 

His blunt message was echoed by Gatland, who 
cautioned his team not to underestimate the Scots 
who, after all, had come perilously near to causing a 
shock Six Nations upset, before going down 31-24 
in an absorbing, drama-filled thriller at Cardiff two 
years ago. 

The pragmatic Kiwi warned: “We cannot afford 
to underestimate Scotland. With the amount of pos¬ 
session and territory they had against England, they 
should have won the game and they will come to 
the Millennium Stadium buoyed by that knowledge 
and determined to answer the critics with a win 
against Wales.” 

Eor much of the first half, it seemed the warnings 
had fallen on deaf ears; for despite a bright, initial 
opening - when the powerful Welsh backhne threat¬ 
ened to sweep the desperate defence aside - 
Scotland held firm and, in fact, struck the first blow 
with a successful penalty kick, before proceeding to 
more than hold their own in both the tight and loose 
exchanges. 

Whether the second row disruption and late with¬ 
drawal of the skipper (their only genuine openside, 
Sam Warburton) through injury, was a decisive fac¬ 
tor, or simply that the pre-match hype following the 
Dublin victory had fostered a casual complacency, 
or over-confidence, in this still-developing young 
Welsh squad, is hard to say. 

It did seem, though, that despite the coaches’ 
repeated warnings, they did not appear to have 
taken the Scottish challenge seriously enough, fail¬ 
ing to capitalise on early territorial gains and turn 
pressure into points, apart from a solitary penalty by 
full back Leigh Halfpenny. 

Worryingly, in the absence of Warburton, there 
were problems at the breakdown and again in the 
line-out (though thankfully, the ever-reliable Adam 
Jones was his usual rocklike self in stabilising the 
setpiece). 

Whatever the reason for Welsh hiccups, the live¬ 
ly, though limited Scottish attack, though still glar¬ 
ingly error-prone, was inspired to greater efforts, 
coming more and more into the game and laying 
siege to the Welsh line. 

In the end, scrum half Mike Phillips was only too 
glad to lob the ball out of play to end a problematic 
first half in which Wales were fortunate to go into 
the interval on level terms at 3-3. 

One can only imagine what Gatland and his 
crusty No 2, Shaun Edwards, had to say in the 
dressing room, but whatever it was did the trick, for 
Wales came back on to the field a side transformed 
- Blues’ wing Alex Cuthbert powering through for a 




tty converted by Halfpenny soon after the resump¬ 
tion. 

When centre Jonathan Davies was brought down 
without the ball while in full flow two minutes later, 
bringing the first of two yellow cards for Scotland, 
suddenly Wales were in the driving seat. 

Even a second penalty by the impressive Scottish 
outside half Greig Laidlaw did not interrupt the 
Welsh flow, for Halfpenny scampered over for the 
first of his two tries which he converted hi mself. 

When Halfpenny added his second tty (which he 
again converted) Wales were in a seemingly insur¬ 
mountable position at 
27-6, with 25 minutes to 
go, and with ‘Bread of 
Heaven’ and ‘Hymns & 

Arias’ resounding 
around the ground, the 
jubilant home fans wait¬ 
ed for the floodgates to 
open. 

It didn’t happen - and 
the credit for this must 
go to a courageous and 
determined effort by do¬ 
or-die Scots, who simply 
refused to throw in the 
towel and, in fact, were 
controversially denied a 
touchdown by referee 
Roman Poite of Prance. 

However, they were 
not to be denied for long 
and fittingly it was 
Laidlaw who plunged 
through a melee of play¬ 
ers for a try which he

converted himself. 

Haffpenny then had a chance to have the final 
say, but for once failed with a penalty attempt - and 
another thoroughly enjoyable and entertaining clash 
between these two old rivals ended with a final 
score-line of 27-13. 

Eor Scotland, despite their two defeats, there is 
much to build on, for at least their pride has been 
restored somewhat by a much-improved display, 
after the bitter disappointment of their poor per¬ 
formance against England. 

Eor Wales, the championship dream goes on, with 
first a Triple Crown beckoning at Twickenham on 
Pebruary 25, followed by two more home games - 
against Italy and Prance, whose match with Ireland 
was iced off on Saturday - leaving the prospect of a 
title showdown with Wales hanging tantalisingly in 
the air.
